WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—The giut- 
tony of people whofilock to the public re- 
ceptions given by the ladies of the cabinet 
has resulted in a new rule. Hereafter no 
refreshments will be offered. The exhibli- 
tion given by the crowds that haunt the 
receptions has long been a public scandal, 
It is perfectly well known that the food 
and the drinkables attract the large num- 
bers, and that they have not the slightest 
interest in the function itself and the peo- 
ple whom they will meet there. 

The public receptions have come to be re- 
garded as a free invitation, 

“Come all ye that hunger and are athirst 
and ye shall be filled.” 

The idea that the receptions are held to 
permit people to pay their respects to the 
ladies of the President’s family, has become 
a mere fiction. They have become the most 
desirable stands in a free lunch route, where 
it is much easier and pleasanter to get one’s 
fill than in a saloon. The crowd is mage up 
in part of disappointed office-seekers and the 
hangers-on, who play so important a part 
in Washington’s floating population. And 
those who hold official positions are often 
not backward in taking disgraceful advan- 
tage of the public receptions and, indeed, 
the more exclusive ones. ? 

Members of Congress have been known 
frequently to appear with a train of men at 
their heels and thus force a hostess to pro- 
vide an entertainment which should be at 
the expense of the Congressman himself. 
Of course, there are no invitations to Cabi- 
net receptions. They are so wide open that 
even Mr. Weary Waggles would hardly be 
turned away if he entered a drawing room, 
tomato can in hand. But the evil does not 
stop here. Long immunity has made the 
grub seekers bold and frequently they force 
their way uninvited into the most exclusive 
receptions, 

The gluttony of Washington crowds and 
their shamelessness in filling stomachs is 
not a new thing. It goes back to the time of 
Andrew Jackson. At one of the public re- 
ceptions given at the White House drink- 
ables were served liberally, with the result 
that the guests became pretty generally 
drunk.

A masked highwayman, armed with @ 
revolver, attempted to rob the office of B. 
H. Warner & Co., lumber dealers at Kosctl- 
usko and Marion streets, at 6 o'clock last 
evening. That his efforts were not success- 
ful, was due to a miscalculation in time. 

Mr. Warner pays off his employes every 
Saturday, late in the day. His-pay roll 
amounts to several hundred dollars, which 
he draws from the bank in the morning 
and keeps in the office safe until time to 
pay off. He usually settles with his men 
between 4 and 56 o'clock. 

He finished paying the men yesterday at 
4:30. 

About half.an hour later, while Mr. War- 
ner and Fred Hammel, a clerk, were alone 
in the office the door opened and a man 
entered. He wore ea dDlack mask and held a 
revolver in hand. 

Mr. Warner was arranging some papers 
on his desk and Hammel wag putting the 
books In the safe, which stood open in the 
corner. 

Leveling his pistol and moving it from 
side to side so as to ¢over each man al- 


ternately, the masked man ordered them 


to throw up their hands,

about it,’ said he, 
“There is no money here,” replied Mr. 
Warner. “I have just paid out every dol.

With an oath the robber ordered Warner 
and Hammond to stand side by side, facing 
the wall, and keep their hands above theizg 
heads.

Thinks the Treaty Will Fail, but Ap- 
proves the Message on Cuba, 


NPW YORK, Dec. 11.—Senator Mark 
Hanna, who has been suffering from an

Speaking of his health, Senator Hanna 
said to-day: “I have the influenza, and not 
bronchial trouble.

His attention was called to the fact that 
Senator Hoar had presented a petition for 
21,00 native Hawalians who oppose an- 
nexation., 

“Yes, I suppose the natives are opposed 
to it,’’ he replied, 

“What do you think of the 
message in regard to Cuba?” 

“The situation has changed greatly in 
Cuba, and 1 believe the President's course 
will be approved® It is true that atrocities 
are committed in‘Cuba, but the Cubans and 
Spaniards are equally guilty. They fight 
and indulge in cruelties on both sides, I 
Suppose that the Administratfon, through 
the State Department, is kept informed 
thoroughly about what fe taking place on 
the island. Naturally their channels of in- 
formation are better than’ mine.”’ 

As to currency reform legislation, the Sen 
ator said that he was hopeful something 
would be done.

HALF A MILLION LOSS. 


The Dobson Carpet House Destroyed at 
Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 11.—Fire 
broke out shortly before 10 o'clock to-night 
in the six-story building Nos. 89 and zll 
Chestnut street, occupied by the carpet 
manufacturing firm of John and James 
Dobson as their wholesale and retail sales- 


rooms. The fire started in the basement 
and quickly shot up the elevator shafts. 
When the firemen, reached the scene the 
three upper floors of the building, which 
extended half a block back to Jayne street, 
were a mass of flames, and there was 
every indication that the building, as well 
as those adjoining, was doomed. By hero- 
ic work, however, the fire wae confined 
within the walls of the Dobson building. 
A general alarm brought every fire com- 
pany in the city to the scene. General 
Manager Berry of the Dobson carpet house 
stated that the stock in the build. ng would 
@mount to about $500,000. The loss is total 
the entire six floors having been burnec 
out completely. The building was owned 
by the firm and was valued at about $60,- 
000. The loss is fully covered by insurance, 
Sharpless Bros.’ large dry goods establish- 
ment adjoining the Dobson’s on the east, 
sustained considerable damage by water, as 
did also the Commonwealth Title Insurance 
and Trust Co. and William H. Hoskins, 
stationer, who occupied Nos. 813 and 915 
respectively. No estimate of the losses of 
these three concerns could be obtained. 
The two large hotels, the Girard House and 
Continental Hotel, both in close proximiity 
to the fire, sustained no damage whatever. 
Sharpless Bros, loss is estimated at $50,000 
and the loss of William H. Hoskins will 
reach about $25,000. Both firms are fully 
insured. The fire did not reach either of 
these establishments, the Joss sustained 
being by water.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Deo. 11.—Lenna 
Winslow, who sued the Knights of Macca- 
bees for $25,000 for dislocating one of his 
kidneys while-initiating him into the local 
order four years ago, was to-day awarded

The story of how Winslow joined the 
| Knights of the Maccabees at the with 
| Street Opera House in Kansas City, Kan., 
| four years ago, has been apparently told une 
der oath in open court, and the pubkc has 
a right to its burning curiosity no longer. 

Mr. Winslow is a butcher by trade. 
He owned a shop on Minnesota avenue. 
He was healthy then, and it was with a 
light heart and a faithful kidney that he 
went one night to be init.ated into the 
“tent” of the Maccabees. He was greeted 
joyfully then—he now believes maliciously— 
at the door of the ante-room by the outer 
guards and taken into an inner roocn, 
where were the waiting members and ol- 
ficers of the lodge in long, black, red and 
white robes and masks. He had been 
through the physical exam!nation and 
passed successfully, but two members took 
him outside again and put him througn 
another one. He was then brought in and 
required to take the oath never to divulge 
the secrets of the order. 

“You are now about to pass through the 
three years’ warfare,”’ said a voice; it is 
full of dangers and you must be physically 
and mentally capable of withstanding its 
bardships.”’ 

Winslow was blindfolded and given a 
heavy pack to carry on his back for the 
journey. 

Here he was challenged. 

“Tt appears,”’ said a voice, ‘that the stran- 
ger has been guilty of gross misrepresenta-~ 
tion; that hesmight join our order.

He hhas always followed the trade of 
a barber, but 'tne police as yet know noth- 
ing of his record until 1888, when he opened 
a barber shop at No. 92 Rivington street. 
A woman known as Carolyn Dern, whom 
the barber called mother-in-law, died at 
that place on Nov. 5, 1888, after an illness 
of two days. The cause of death was apo- 
piexy. Her life was insured and Charles 
Zanoli collected the insurance. 

Lottie Zanoli, who is believed to have 
been his second wife, d'ed at the same 
place Nov. 19, 1894, She was ill two days. 
She, too, was insured, amd Charles Zanoll 
got the insurance. 

Marie Zanoli, who is ‘believed to have 
been his third wife, died at the same place 
June 14, 1895. Cause of death was apoplexy. 
She was ill three days. Her life was in- 
sured for an amount wh'Ph-ie not at pres- 
ent known, and her hushand collected the 
insurance. But the sudden death of this 
wife in the same manner 4s the first caused 
s0 much comment in the house that Charles 
Zanoii moved to 2306 Second avenue, open- 
ing a barber shop there.

NOVEMBER'S EXPORTS, 


—_— 


AN INCREASE OF MORE THAN $5,- 
000,000 COMPARED WITH 
NOVEMBER, 1896. 


COTTON FOR ELEVEN MONTHS. 


A Large Increase in the Amount Ex- 
ported, but the Value in Money 
Materially Less. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The statement 
of the principal statistics of domestic ex- 
ports (about 98 per cent of the whole) for 
the month of November, issued from the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury De- 
partment to-day, shows a total of $82,323,689, 
an increase over October of more than §$,- 
000,000, and over the sameafmonth last year 
of $6,000,000. The increasé over November, 
1895, is $22,000,000, and November, 189%, $21,- 
060,000. The increases are mainly in exports 
of corn, oats, oatmeal, rye and wheat. 
There is a large increase of shipments of 
corn from Philadelphia and Baltimore, an 
of wheat from Baltimoreand New Orleans. 

There is a decrease from the month of Oc- 
tober in the exports of mineral oils amount- 
ing to 5,125,000 gallons, but the loss is more 
than made up by an increase in values, it 
appearing that the exports of mineral oils 
for November, notwithstanding the loss in 
quantity, exceeded in value those of Octo- 

er 


The exports of cotton for the eleven 
months, ending November, are 100,000,000 
pounds in excess of the exports for the cor- 
responding period of 1896, but, notwithstand- 
ing this increase in quantity, the low price 
of cotton has resulted in a decrease as com- 
pared with the same period. last year of over 
$17.000,000 in value. 

There is a large increase in the exports 
of cotton to Japan and Germany, espec- 
lally in quantities. In November, 1896, 119.- 
903,184 pounds of cotton were exported to 
Germany. The exports to that country for 
November just closed amount to 169,646,650 
pounds. The increase in value ts barely 
under $1,000,000. In November, 1896, the ex- 
ports of cotion to Japan aggregated 3,264,- 
102 pounds, and in November, 1897, 7,639,683 
pounds, and the increase in values has been 
from $233,898 for November, 1896, to $6527,- 
205 for November, 1897. ) 

The exports for three months of the pres- 
ent year show figures still more favorable. 
For the three months ending November. 
1896, cotton exports to Germany aggregated 
261,070,046 pounds, valued at $19,267,940; for 
the same time of this year the aggregate is 
340,93@595, vaiued at £20.752,212. For the three 
months ending November, 1896, the exports 
of cotton to Japan were 13,843,821 pounds, 
valued at $961,501. The total exports of cot- 
‘ton for the three months of the year ending 


November, 1896, were 1,226,802,354, valued at 
$53,683,904. For the same period this year 346,- 
890,014, valued at $82,513,500. The ex port price 
per pound of cotton for the three months 
ending November, 1896, was 7.6 cents and 
for the same period of this year 6.1 cents.

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AN AMERICAN TEST. 


Are justice and liberty no longer liv- 
ing principles in the United States? 

This is the question which will be an- 
swered by the action of this country con- 
cerning Cuba. 

In the face of the facts there is no de- 
fense for the policy of President Mc- 
Kinley except. that of' expediency 
prompted by the basest of motives. It 
favors a cruel oppressor, whose inhuman- 
ity and oppression are unutterably woeful. 
It discriminates against a people who 
have made heroic sacrifices for relief from 
oppression and the right of self-govern- 
ment. It is a policy of indifference to the 
struggle for human rights and liberties, 
of complacent approval of tyrannous 
wrong. 

Knowing that Spanish promises of self- 
government are a sham—a mere trap in 
which to catch ‘and cage Spain’s Cuban 
victims—knowing the horrible record of 
tyranny and cruelty that lies back of 
this mock of fair promises, it is proposed 
that we aid in the scheme of entrapment 
and lend countenance and encourage- 
ment to the crushing out of the spirit of 
independence. 

Fir what reason? Because a word for 
justice and liberty might involve a lit- 
tle risk: because a helping hand to the 
heroic soldiers of independence might in- 
terfere a little with the pursuit of the 
nimble penny; because a fearless stand 
for principles might upset the selfish 
schemes of shifty politicians. 

Americans are on taal. The American 
spirit is put to the test. Have we become 
a nation of time-servers, who think more 
of politics than of patriotism, more of 
lucre than of liberty?

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BRADY HELD TO ACCOUNT. 


In his decision overruling the demurrer 
of lection Commissioner Hugh J. Brady 
in the suit for $1,200 brought against him 
by the Sedalia Board of Trade, Judge 
Klein offers interesting reading for the 
people of Missouri. 

When Ed Butler brought sult for the 
money, virtually charging embezzlement, 
Brady evaded a trial of the case by pay- 
ing the costs and the fees of the plain- 
tiff’'s attorney. 

When the Sedalia Board of Trade sued 
for the funds paid to Brady by Butler 
to be expended in the campaign for the 
removal of the capital, Brady attempted 
to escape behind the plea of illegal con- 
tract. He did not deny that he received 
the money, but pleaded that the alleged 
agreement was contrary to public policy 
because it was calculated to improperly 
influence voters in the exercise of the 
franchise. 

This !s a practical confession by Brady 
that he accepted money to be expended 
in| corruptly influencing voters and hav- 
ing accepted it for this purpose he is 
ngt accountable for {ts use, because the 
agreement was contrary to public policy 
and hence was illegal, It was a virtual 
eqnfession that he would enter into a 
corrupt bargain and then escape account- 
atility on the ground that it was cor- 
rupt. 

But Judge Klein refused to permit 
Brady to profit by a confession of law- 
legs bargain and Wrong-dotnge. He re- 
fulsed to let him plead the intent to cor- 
rupt voters as a bar to-an accounting 
for the funds. He properly decides that 
if the money was paid for an illewal 
purpose it should have been returned but 
that the purpose was not nece ly im- 
proper or illeral and that the money must 
be accounted for : 

This man, who plends nn Neral contract 
to corrupt voters in order to escape an 
accounting for funds placed in his hands 
is the man whom Gav. Stephens appoint- 
ed to guard the ballot box and enforve 
election laws. The appointment was made 
with full knowledge of the man’s char- 
acter and despite repeated warnings and 
protests.

A NOVEL LETTER-BOX 


It Works Automatically and Is Thief 
Proof. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—Keylesa 
and thief-proof street letter boxes wil] soon 
be given a practical test. The box is the 
invention of Count di Brazza, Italy’s Com- 
missioner to the Wor!ld’s Fair, who re- 
cently perfected the automatic letter re- 
gistry box now in use at the General Post- 
office. 

The new letter box Is somewhat larger 


than the largest now in use and resemble | 


it in general appearance, except on the 


'face and at the bottom, where there are 
| flanges or hooks on which to adjust the 


letter collector’s bag while the contents 


(of the box are transferred automatically. 


It will be impossible for any one, either 
collectors or thieves, to abstract letters. 
The collector does not see the letters he 
eollects. They are not seen nor ‘handled 
by any one from the time they are dropped 


‘into the box until they reach the clerk who 
' stamps them in the post-office. 


The boxes are equipped with combina- 


' tion locks, operated by a small, flat knob, 


but this lock can not be opened unless the 
letter carrier's bag, locked by the same 
kind of a lock, is adjusted to the hooks or. 
flanges at the bottom of the box., The 
bag is locked when the collector receives 
it at the post office, and he makes his 
round cf the boxes on his tour in regu- 
lar order. He can not skip one box, for, 
if he does, the combination between the 
bag and ‘the next box is not complete, and 
he would have to return to the box he had 
missed. 

When the bag !s adjusted the collector 
turns the’knob of the lock, both box and 
bag are opened simultaneously, and the 
letters drop unseen into the bag. Then, be- 
fore ‘the’ bag can be removed, the knob 
must again be turned, locking both bag 
and box, and the collector proceeds to the 
next box. 

At the post office he turns the bag over 
to the proper cierks, who adjust. the bag 
to a device similar ‘to that on the box, a 
knob ts turned and the combination lock 
is opened, permitting the contents of the 
bag to fall into a hopper, whence the let- 
ters are carried to the stamping clerk. 


FEAR OF YELLOW FEVER 


Measure Taken to Prevent an Epidemic 
of the Disease Next Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON,. Dec. 11.—Secretary Gage 
was to-day notified that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment has ordered a quarantine against 
all vessels sailing from Louisiana points. 

Reports are daily being received by Sur- 
geon-General Wyman indicating that the 
United States may be visited with an un- 
precedented epidemic of yellow fever next 
year. Experts in the Marine Hospital serv- 
ice have been sent to Havana to investigate 
the conditions there and make suggestions 
as to the best preventative measures. 

A report just received from Consul Jen- 
kins at San Salvador says: 

“Yeliow fever has again decimated the 
foreign population at this place. So viru- 
lent is its character that there are cases 
where those stricken have succumbed to 
the malady in three days.” 

Consul De Cuna, at Mazatlan, reports 
many cases of yellow fever, one American 
having died from it. 

There is a strong probability that legis- 
lation will be enacted at this session pro- 
viding for a national quarantine system. 
A bill has already been introduced by Sena- 
tor Caffery of Louisiana, which indigates 
that the doctrine of States rights will not 
prevent Southern members from supporting 
such a proposition.

DE SOTO, Mo., Dec. 11.—W. G. Goff, post- 
master of this city, has sent in his resig- 
nation, to take effect as soon as his suc- 
cessor-is appo'nted by the President.

To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
ERMIT me to say that I do not question the sincerity of 
pP the good brethren from whom I differ. 
rank and file of the churches of Christendom may think, 
whatever their ministers may say, 
modern Christianity is halt and mal : 
believer in Christ, the Christ of Bethlehem, of Nazareth, of 


Calvary, of the resurrection, 
and asa friend of the Chris- 
tian religion. I am not un- 
aware that I may be wrong. 
I am open to conviction. 


As to thinkers in the pul- 
pit, read church history. 
Wickliffe was a thinker, and 
a heretic; Luther was a 
thinker, and an arch-heretic; 
many of the martyrs were 
thinkers, and they were 
burned because they dared 
to think. Bunyan, the Wes- 
leys, Roger Williams, were 
thinkers, and they were 
hated and persecuted per 
consequence. Authoritative 
human creeds have been 
thought out and bound upon 
the minds of the church, to 
direct thought; the intent has 
been honorable, 
has been disastrous. There 
is not a creed of Christen- 
dom that does not show a 
division for every generation 
of its history. That is, the 
thinker was obliged to with- 
draw for liberty of thought 
from the creed-bound church. 
In too many instances he re- 
peated the same absurdity, 
and drafted another creed, 
by which he judged and ex- 
pelled other thinkers. And 
so creed-making and divid- 
ing has gone on in the church 
of Christ until we have com- 
munities that are absolutely 
cursed with churches, there 
being more than are needed 
to minister to the community 
and more than can be sup- 
ported without asking alms 
of the world, the flesh and 
the devil. 

This multiplication of 
sects, with the resultant im- 
poverishment of the 
churches, has madeevery de- 
nomination solicitous about 
revenue. This fact, together 
with the paralyzing influente 
of ancient theologies, has 
blinded the eyes and closed 
the mouths of ministers; they 
cannot see the injustice in

Union Pacific Wants the Road and 
Will Try to Get It at a Price 
That Its Representatives 
Say Is Fair, 


There will probably be a big legal battle 
fought in the United States Court of Ap- 
peals in St. Louis to-morrow, 

The contest will be between the Govern- 
ment and the trustees of the Kansas Pa- 
cific Railroad. It is understood that Ex- 
Gov. George B. Hoadley, formerly of Ohio 
but now of New York, will arrive to-night 


|} and will ask in behalf of the Government 


that the sale be postpomed to a later date 


than Dec, 16, when it is now set for. 

Last night there arrived at the Southern 
Hotel Judge W. D. Cornish of St. Paul, 
Minn., the Master in Chancery who recently 
sold the Union Pacific; his secretary, H. B. 
Taylor of Omaha; W. R. Kelly of Topeka, 
general solicitor for the receivers of the 
Kansas Pacific; P. J. Nichols, general man- 
ager of the Nebraska division; BE. Dickinson, 
general manager of the Union Pacific; 
Charlies Blood Smith of Topeka, attorney 
for the Kansas Pacific trustees, and Law- 
rence Greer of New York who, with Wins- 
low Pierce, is counsel for the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee of the Pacific Railway lines, 

They are here to be present in court when 
the case is calle@ and Messrs. Greer and 
Smith will act in concert in opposing any 
dilatory motions Gov. Hoadley may ad- 
vance. 

Mr. Smith said: “I can’t forecast what 
course we will pursue until we hear what 
is before the court. As matters now stand 
I think we will oppose any further delay 
of the sale. It is injuring the reer to 
have it held up to the public as a thing 
liable to be sold any day. Of course it is 
going to be sold and the sooner it is over 
with the better.” 

“Will the Reorganization Committee be 
a bidder for the Kansas Pacific properties?” 
was, asked. 

“T’ presume it will, for those lines are 
worth more to the Union Pacific than they 
could be to any other railroad system. 
They are adjuncts to the Union Pacific 
and should not be separated from it.”’ 

“Tt is understood that the Government 
will bid the road in unless other bidders pay 
full value. Will the Reorganization Com- 
mittee permit this?’ 

‘The Government will have. to bid $20,- 
000,000 if it buys the property in and it will 
have to pay $7,000,000 of that to the first 
mortgage owners—in fact there are two 
mortgages ahead of the Government’s lien. 

“Will the Reorganization Committee bid 
$20 000,000?"" 

“Tt will not bid more than the property is 
worth, and I think $10,000,000 is about all it 
is worth.” 

Attorney Greer said he did not propose to 
discucs the case until it came before the 
court.

| Post-Dispatch on international politics 
this year, I fnust divide those which spe- 
olally concern the United States from these 
which concern-the old world. The only 
question is that of seals—one which in 
England 4s understood, so far as I know, 
‘by only one member of the House of Com- 
mons, who fs not myself, and I can only ex- 
press my confident belief that the two 
great English speaking peoples are not g0- 
ing to fight over a question 60 obscure. 
‘During the year there has been a certain 
extension of the Ediropean anti-American 
feeling, and the German Emperoy has given 
signs of having for the United States a dis- 
like which exceeds his dislike for England. 
In France, although there is little sympathy 
for the English, leading organs of the press 
showed this European feeling against the 
Inited’ States in the matter of Cuba, as 
-they had In the matter of Venezuela in 1896, 
Personally, I am one of those who sympa- 
thize with American feeling about Cuba, 
Spanish Liberals of distinction, like Senor 
Moret, have returned to power too late to 
make their autonomy scheme @ 6uccess. 
Up to very lately Spain has continued to 
treat Cuba in the old-fashioned way, in- 
stead of in the manner which France or 
the United Kingdom treat their colonies. 

That feeling in the United States should 
run high upon a subject, the treatment of 
which by a European power has marred 
the future of an island of great resources, 
seems to me natural; and.this feeling isit- 
self Inudable and is in the vast major- 
fiy with Americans not accompanied by 
any selfish consideration. 

To turn to the old world, the visit of the 
President of the French republic to St. 
Petersburg did not carry matters further 
than they had been taken by the conven- 
tion sigred when Casimir Perier was Prest- 
dent. The dual alliance, which has now 
lasted some time, is {n mature a mere an- 
ewer to the triple alliance, ‘upon the con- 
tinuanee of which it depends. It is a peace 
arrangement. One of the ieast likely wars 
4s that imaginary war often talked of De- 
tween the triple alliance and dual alliance. 

The German Emperor centinues to show 
eigns of a desire to concillate France; but 
it is at present intermittent. Last spring

Aggregation of capital, @ 
industries and concentration of monop 
has stimulated the growth of trade unions. 
This in itself, apart from more aggressive 
action, always gets for workmen their 
share of the increment of national prosper- 
ity, thetr part of the enhanced yolumé of 
trade and, better than all, 4 respect for 
labor’s powers, too long denied, but slowly, 
through its own insistence, being recog- 
nized. 

Beyond the general amelioration of their 
condition by combination in hours and 
wages, the undoubted cheapening of ewes: 
the raising of intelligence, the increasing 
sobriety and growing mobility of labor have 
lifted labor to a higher social, municipal 
and political level in the year that has just 
passed, 

In the municipal sphere labor has gained 
and thy community has not lost by exten- 
sion of direct employment, elimination of 
the contractor and Insistence by trade 
unions upon local authorities having their 
work done under fair wages and conditions, 

The rapid municipalization of monopolies 
has secured material benefits for a class of 
labor usually indifferent to or too poor to 
organize and has done much good. The 
growth of the municipal spirit in its appli- 
cation to the help of workmen in securing 
better housing, education, amusement and 
health, has had much to do in supplement- 
ing what his union has secured legislatively. 

The year has not been fruitful, except for 

the passing of the workmen’s compensa-~ 
tion act, primarily intended to counteract 
trades untonism or weaken its appeal to 
workmen. 
‘ Tt really will tend to strengthen combina- 
tion as well as throw upon employers the 
sustenance industrially of the injured, and 
money thus saved will strengthen the fight- 
ing line of labor for shorter hours, higher 
wages, 

A good feature of the year has been that, 
in epite of a few large strikes there has 
been a diminution tn this phase of indus- 
trial warfare. The strike in Great Britain 
shows a marked tendency toward reduction 
in proportion as men become organized. 
This is the inevitable result of wider com- 
bination, amalgamation, smaller unions, 
wiser leadership and the respect that or- 
ganization always creates between trade 
and trade employer and employed. 

It is curiously true that Great Britain ts 
the only country where strikes are dimin. 
ishing and lockouts by masters increasing. 
This is due to the fact that till recently 
employers have not organized, and now 
that they have commenced they are with 
the inexperience of youth, making the mik- 
takes, presuming upon their power and in 
many recent instances going beyond their 
legal rights. . 

In a word, the past ten years’ labor up- 
heaval, organization and success has cre- 
ated what some of us predicted and which 
is now looming ahead, the counter organ- 
ization of capital. 

The brutal, unjustifiable lockout of eng!n- 
eers is the first attack. Anonymous, imper- 
sonal wealth, wielded with plutocratic ar- 
rogance by military directors who seek to 
dominate civilian industry with the drill 
and discipline of the barrack yard; in a 
word, our Fricks, Carnegies and Pullmans, 
have arrived and every dog must have his 
day, 

So far this element has been controlled 
by combination, checked by public opinion, 
and restrained by law. Signe are not want- 
ing, however, that they, defiant of all these 
restraints, look to parllament to register 
decrees against labor and be as lenient to 
tyranous capital in Great Britain as the 
legislatures have been to trusts in America,

In his middle life, as soon as he dropped 
out of the controlling influence of Roszettl, 
Holman and Hunt, Millias drifted incredli- 
bly, painting now and then a. beautiful pic- 
ture as if by accident. His artistic life was 
lacking in sequence and Steer’s artistic life 
6hows elgns of inexplicable divagations, 

Now I am well aware that nature is not 
the only artistic impulse. Perhaps it is not 
even the most important. Nature plays a 
smaller part than we are apt to think in 
artistic production. Whistler could have 
dispensed with nature. Velasquez and Jap- 
anese would have nearly sufficed. There is 
no case of an artist not being largely influ- 
enced by his predecessors and contempo- 
raries, Sir John’s pre-Raphaelite pictures 
were the direct result of hypnotic influence, 
In other cases Where artists have founded 
their art on the art of the past century, 
their choice has been determined by atav- 
ism. Those in whose souls the gallantry 
and parade of the eighteenth century s6ur- 
v.ve turn their eyes towards Watteau and 
Boucher, 

Steer’s divagations I can ascribe neither 
to hypnotic influence nor atavism. They 
proceed from a chance journey to France, 
Holland or Italy. This is to be deplored, for 
though such eclecticism will not prevent 
an artist from painting admirably if he have 
genius for painting, it will nevertheless 
prevent him from inventing new waye of 
feeling and seeing. 

That Steer has a crowd of imitators pre- 
cludes charge of want of originality, but 
“whether I exaggerate or attenuate his defi- 
clences, I am quite certain that he repre- 
fentg all that is most interesting in Eng- 
lish art at the presest time.

The Heavy Dailies of London Are 
Gradually Becoming Amer- 
icanized.

LONDON, Dec, 11. 
VERY great change has come grad- 
A ually over the press of England in 
many respects. The change marks 
the Americanization of English journalism. 
The small half-penny evening papers were 
the first to start the transformation. The 
big dailles took it up in turn and now it 
has come to this that scarcely any London 
paper is without features which twenty 
years ago would have been regarded as 
shocking and even immoral under the old 
gospel of journalism. It was the same as 
the old gospel of history. 

Dignity above all things was to be con- 
sidered and dignity meant the suppression 
of everything human and the presentation 
to the public of a series of cold, bloodless, 
spectral things. A journalist would not 
have dared in the forties to suggest a word 
description of a politician’s appearance, 
dress and delivery. The verbatim notetaker 
presented a full report of what he said 
and that was considered to be as much as 
the public could with decency expect to 
know. 

Of all the new-comers in these new lines, 
the most successful and most brilliant un- 
doubtedly ts the Daily Mail. The chief fea- 
ture of this paper is the tersenesa with 
which news is given. In a few lines you 
find what takes half a column or more In 
one of the big penny dailies. Another fea- 
ture is that everything ts*treated from the 
human point of view. Further, in accord. 
ance with the practice of all daily papers 
the limits of newspapers readers’ interests 
are widened. Every subject is taken up, 
whether it be public or private, which 
forms a subject conversation in the draw- 
ing room or in the club. The result has 
been the greatest success yet attained by 
this class of paper. 

A very significant feature of newspapers 
In the past year is the growth of attention 
given to literature. Up to a short time ago 
reviews of books were very occasional and 
very inferior. It was work which wae 
handed over to amateurs and was worse 
paid than any other form of literary effort, 
One great daily was said to give no more 
than half a crown a column for its review- 
ing. All that je now changed. Two of 
the dailies give nearly a page every day to 
literature, and reviewers now are among 
the ablest and best paid of journalists. 

Newsyapers are also changing the'r mer- 
cantile character. The vastness of the for- 
tunes made out of s0 many newspaper 
properties has brought to some social dis- 
tinction and politital power, which a con- 
nection with newspapers is calculated to 
give in the present state of English society. 

he feeling is that the newspaper now takes 
the place formerly held by land as giving 
a new gilt to wealth. All these things are 
giving newspapers a place among invest- 
ment speculations such as !t used not to en- 
joy. Altogether, it may be said that news- 
papers this year occupy more of the atten- 
tion of the English public than ever they 
did before and newspaper proprietors are 
living in the golden age.

It has been prominently a year of 
monarchy and personal authority, as 
distinguished from parliamentary g0v- 
ernment, and continuity in office as 
opposed to the regime of perpetual 
change. The jubilee of Queen Victoria was 
to millions of her subjects a revelation of 
the use of the monarchy tn the modern 
state. The Queen may, indeed, be said to 
have familiarized the world with the ad- 
vantages of a sovere’gnty which, while per- 
mitting freest possible scope for exercise 
of power by elected representatives of a na- 
tion, secures for every administration the 


“tnestimable boon of an experienced coun- 


selor who never goes out of office and 
whose authority depends solely upon the 
range of her knowledge and the sagacity of 
her judgment.

In Swe- 
den and Norway it is King Oscar who 
alone keeps the two countries together. 

But it is in the United States, where per-

DUCATION is not a department tn 
F which progress can rightly be meas- 
ured by immediate or direct re- 
sults. You cannot judge its march by facts 
and figures. 80 many thousand more ehil- 
dren sent to school,*so many dozen new 
books introduced to teach them. It ig path- 
er by subtler, less obtrusive tests that one 
must gauge its advance. One must meet 
it mainly by growth and expansion of edu- 
cation and opinion, 

Judged this way, the advance made in 
1897, though slight, has been encouraging. 

In many countries on both sides of the 
Atlantic cigns not few have been forthcom- 
ing that the old methods of eo-called edu- 
cation, entirely linguistic, are beginning to 
be found wanting and that the world is 
waking up to the necessity for @ knowl- 
edge of things rather than a knowledge 
of words and languages. 

One of the most hopeful signs of this 
growing reaction has been the significant 
stir caused in France by M. De Molin’s 
trenchant work, “A Quoitient la Superior- 
ite des Anglo-saxonsa,.””

The Southern Baptists have been some- 
what disturbed because President Whitsitt 
of the Baptist Theological Seminary at 
Louisville, Ky., published articles express- 
ing the opinion that it was only about the 
middle of the seventeeth gentury that En- 
gliish and American Baptists began to bap- 
tise by immersion. Some of their conven- 
tions have demanded that he resign. On the 
other hand, prominent Baptists at the re- 
cent Baptist Congress in Chicago came ogt 
strongly in favor of open communion,

seven logia, or sayings of Jesus, on the leaf 
of an Egyptian papyrus.

William J. Bryan Sees Hostility to the 
Republican Party Growing 
in the Country. 


By the Democratic Party’s Ohampion. 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
HB year 1897 has been a year of great political import- 
ey ance, and the principal incidents of the year have com- 
bined to prove the inability of the Republican party 
to meet the responsibilities of government. 


The campaign of 1896 was waged partly upon the theory 
that a Republican victory would restore cofidence and that a 
revival of confidence would go far toward the restoration of 
prosperity. The first half of the present year so completely 
annihilated the confidence argument that it will not be able 
to do service in another campaign. The business and bank 
failures which followed the election proved conclusively that 
the mere announcement of a Republican victory, so far from 
being a panacea, was not even a palliative. 

The President, by asking for authority to appoint a com- 
mission to seek foreign aid in the restoration of bimetallism. 
and the Republican Congress in appropriating money to pay 
the expenses of the commission,’ presented an unanswerable 


indictment against the gold standard. It will not be possible’: 


for a supporter of the Administration to deny the logic of the 
argument that an attempt to get rid of a system is a confes- 
sion that the system is not satisfactory. 

The Dingley bill, passed at a special session of Congress, 
embodies in concrete form the Republican plan of relieving 
the people by increasing their taxes. Theonly affirmative aid 
promised by the Republican platform was an increase in the 
tariff rates, and in calling an extra session of Congress for 
the sole purpose of administering to the people the standard 
Republican cure for all political ills the Administration ex- 
hausted its remedies. 

Just as Congress was about to adjourn the President rec- 
ommended amonetary commission, the purpose of which was 
to reform the currency in such a way as to make it harmon- 
ize with the gold standard. This message was significant, 
because it was equivalent to an announcement that the Ad- 
ministration did not expect the restoration of bimetallism, and 
by many the message has been regarded as a suggestion to 
England not to make any concessions to our commission, 

The subsequent failure of the commission to secure an in- 
ternational agreement is probably the most important politi- 
cal event of the year, because it puts an end to a delusion 
which has for twenty years been employed by monometallists 
to pacify the people while the gold standard was being se- 
cretly strengthened. The mask must now be thrown off and 
a foreign financial policy must be defended by the Republic- 
an party, not on the ground of its desirability, but on the 
ground that the American people are impotent to rid them. 
selves of it. 

The unsuccessful attempt made by the Republicans to 
turn to partisan advantage an unexpected rise in wheat was 
important only as it proved the farmer’s acquaintance with 
the money question and his ability to reason from cause to 


effect. 

The elections: of 1897 were important because they showed 
conclusively that there is a growing hostility to the policies 
advocated by the Republican party. 

Not to be overlooked {is the persistent effort now being 
made by the national banks to bulldoze the Government into 
a surrender of the sovereign right to issue and control the 
paper money of the country. No recent year has witnessed 
stich an exhibition of selfish disregard of the public weal as 
that manifested in the demand of the financiers that they be 
bermitted to regulate the volume of paper money.

eB HE political events of 1897 have been many. The part of the 


Republican party in shaping these events has been large, 

But that whichoutranks all other in importance is the ef- 
fect of Republican victory upon the business conditions of the 
country during the last nine months, 

From March, 1893, nearly four years the country suffered from 
the severest business depression it has ever known. Prices de- 
clined, wages fell, business was etagnant, and the unemployed 
increased and distrust and fear reigned in our market. Since 
March, 1897, the tide has turned, the times are better and the 
business situation has tmproved. This has been to the the people 
of the United States the most important fact In the year now 
drawing to a close. It {s not a question as to what any one thinks 
about the improvement of business, for men afe governed by 
their individual experience or by their political opinions, For com- 
petent testimony as tothe business condition we must Jook to the 
facts and figures, which have no sympathies and no prejudices 
and which are wholly free from the personal equation, 

What has been the part of the Republican party in these 
changed conditions? Undoubtedly the mast potent factor in the 
change has been the advance in the price of cereals and the con- 
sequent volume of exports, which has made England and Burope 
our debtors obiiged to pay us either in gold coin or tn securities. If 
we were to follow the example of the tariff reformers of 18%, who 
declared that the rise in the price of potatoes consequent upon a 
short crop was the result of the McKinley bill, we should now say 
that the rise in wheat was due to tthe shortage in the world’s 
crop. We also know, however, that a year ago this fall, when 
we were selling wheat a at profit on a rising market, when the 
balance of trade was in our favor and gold was pouring into the 
country, business did not Improve. The difference in the situa- 
tion is that then Mr. Cleveland was in power and Mr. Bryan 
trying to get power, and neither inspired confidence, while 
now Mr. McKinley is President and favorable conditions are 
able to produce prosperity, because men are no longer afraid of 
the Government at Washington, The reasons for this renewed 
confidence are obvious, The Republican party, as they promised, 
setiled the tariff question within five months after they came in, 
and that uncertainty—the deadliest foe to business—hag been re- 
moved, The new tariff,when the effect of the anticipatory impor- 
tations has worn off, will produce an ample revenue, but even 
if it should not the country knows that the Republicans would 
not hesitate to raise additional revenue, and would never let 
the Government drift along for three years with a certain 
deficit and make no effort to cure it. That cloud has passed over. 

The country also knows that so long as President McKinley 
is in the White House the gold standard will be maintained, and 
that he will make every effort to improve and strengthen our cur- 
rency. Whether his efforts and those of his party are successful 
or not, it Is certain that no Government obligation can be im- 
paired and no attack on our credit be successful. 

To the return of better times and the reappearance of the 
long visible signs of prosperity—the great facts of 1897—the Re- 
publican party has contributed confidence in the Government; 
the settlement of the tariff, the assurance that at all hazards 
there shall be an ample revenue, and, most important of all, the 
certain knowledge that the money standard, the credit of the 
United States and the national finances shall be maintained at 
the highest point, while law and order and decent conduct of the 
work of administration shall be made to prevail everywhere. 

In the late election, with the reaction after a great contest, the 
apathy of an off year, the coldness caused by the unhappy task 
of distributing offices all against them, the Republican party, 
outside New York, Were more successful than any party has been 
for a long time in the year following a Presidential election. In 
New York they suffered a great disaster, because the forces 
which carried both State and city for McKinley were divided. 

They find every reason for encouragement in the late elections, 
but they find grounds fora still stronger confidence when they 
face the future in the work they have performed in the year 
1897. The results of that work already apparent will grow clearer

The financial strength of the United States 
and the importance of New York as @ mon- 
ey center were demonstrated by the ad- 
vances made to foreign bankers against ex~- 
change, and also by discounting here bills 
drawn direct on New York by some of the 
largest banking houses in the world. 
These transactions, beginning in January 
of the present year, have-continued with 
more or less frequency until the present 
time.

In February a large and successful sale 
of print cloths exerted a most excellent 
sentimental effect and Imparted a new {m- 
petus to the dry goods trade. The low cost 
of production of steel rajls and other manu- 
factured products stimulated purchases and 
resulted tn an active demand therefor at 
home and abroad. 

Railway refunding is characteristic of 
1897. By means of {t many of our most 
important rallway lines have refunded 7 
and 8 per cent securities, replacing the 
same with new issues bearing 8% and 4 
per cent, thus saving millions of dollars 
annually in fixed charges. The success 
attending these important financial trans- 
actions further indicates our strong posi- 
tion, . 

The passage of the tariff bill, by estad- 
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ing the year in railway reorganizations, no- 
tably that of the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
which has proved in every way successful, 
and that of the Union Pacific Railway. For 
more than twenty years the indebtedness 
of the Pacific railways has been @ subject 
almost constantly before Congress and, 
through the public press, before the people,

There 
have been a reasonable number of new en- 
terprises undertaken in various parts of the 
country, especially in the Southern States. 
So far as current statements are concerned, 
it is apparent that the new enterprises 
which have been established more than off- 
set any permanent discontinuances, while 
the resumption of work by existing estab- 
lishments makes a most satisfactory record. 
The works in which production has been re- 
sumed are of importance, some of the

st. 

The number of persons employed in the 
establishments resuming work shows how 
broadly the influence has been felt. This 
one element in the industrial history of 
1897 fe alone sufficient to warrant the con- 
clusion that the depression is absolutely 
passing away. Alongside this record of the 
resumption of work is that of the increase 
in wages, the increases ranging from 6 to 
20 per cent, while there are some instances 
of 3, 30 and 35 per cent increase being 
granted. But the most gratifying feature 
in this matter of the increase in wages is 
that generally it has been undertaken vol- 
untarily. Nothing so thoroughly removes 
the suspicious attitude sometimes existing 
between employer and employe and bringe 
about a healthy sfate of confidence as the 
voluntary increase fn wages. 

The resumption of business and the in- 
crease in wages are not the only evidences 
although the chief ones, of returning pros- 
perity. To this testimony must be added 
that of the customs houses of the country, 
which shows a marked increase in the ex- 
porte of manufactured goods. At present 
the exports of manufactures constitute 
nearly 30 per cent of total exports, whereas 
five years ago they were but 15.61 per cent 
of the total. When it is understood that 
the production of our manufacturing and 
mechanical industries {gs on a fair state- 
ment only about 75 per cent of the capacity 
to produce this increase in the exports of 
manufactured producte gives great gratifi- 
cation, for with the extension of this line 
of business our works can be more fully 
employed and our mechanics paid higher 
wages, even if our own consuming power 
is not increased. * 

Taking all the facts for the year then it 
is safe to assume that the industrial situa- 
tion at ‘its close is very satisfactory, that 
prosperity is coming in a conservative way 
and thus with elements of more permanency 
than is usual after a period depression.

ROBABLY no more striking examples 
p of progress in engineering during the 

year 1897 can be found than those af- 
forded by the remarkable development that 
has taken place in the line of marine en- 
gineering and naval architecture, The year 
has brought forth the fastest and largest 
ocean passenger steamer afloat in the shape 
of the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Co., the 
fastest battleship In the world in the Jap- 
anese Yashima, built by the great Arm- 
strong firm in Great Britain, and the fast- 
est small vessel in existence in the British 
torpedo boat Turbinia, also built in Great 
Britain, and driven at tremendous rates of 
speed by steam turbines, which in them- 
selves rank amongst the most noteworthy 
outcomes of steam engineering that have 
presented themselves for use. 

Speed, higher speed, hav@been the watch- 
words of naval architects and engineers, 
and the wonderful attainments of every pre- 
vious period have been totally eclipsed by 
the performances of these three remarka- 
ble vessels, one of which has reduced the 
trip across the Atlantic to less than six 
days; the other raised the battleship record 
above the 2%-miles-an-hour mark, and the 
last of which has shown that even the 40- 
miles-an-hour railroad train can* scarcely 
distance the most advanced creations of the 
shipyard.

HB business year 1897 began with

Little was expected in the way of revival 
in 184. That was the first year after the 
last panic, and observation teaches that the 
first year after years of panic is one of 
depression, followed by a slow recuperation, 
By the end of 18% confidence was generally 
fet in the outlook for improvement, The 
result sho ‘it was not misplaced, for be- 
tween M and September, 1895, there 


was what has been known as the little ~ 


boom in iron and stéel, 

That was the first wave tn the tide of re- 
turning prosperity, Those who had expeoted 
a tidal wave were disappointed, and looked 
forward to 1896, little thinking that the tre- 
mendousg interests of a currency campaign 
instead of a fight over @ tariff were to re- 
etrict enterprise as never before during a 
Presidential campaign since the war. With 
the success of the friends of sound money, 
anticipation of an early revival is business 
became general. There were three months 
of waiting before Congress convened and 
four more months of deliberation and legis- 
lation before the Dingley bill was born. Ig 
this way the first half of 1897 was but a pro- 
longation of the delay and depression which 
characterized 18%. The only conspicuous 
commercial activity was shown in the ef- 
forts of various importing interests to fore- 
stall the new tariff with large stocks of im- 
ported goods. Beginning in July and ending 
in October there was compressed all that 
there was to be of business revival this 
year. 

First to feel the effects of this, the second 
prosperity, were makers of fron and eteel, 
who have enjoyed a large expansion of bus!- 
ness and the unique experience of success- 
fully competing with the English, Belgian 
and French in the world’s markets, Deaiers 
in wool and manufacturers of woolen goods 
were next to feel the effects of the new tariff, 
and the woollen mills which had long been 
idle have been and still are doing a prosper- 
ous business, with orders to carry them well 
into next year. The third to feel the effects 
of the boom of 1897 were manufacturers of 
hides and leather, and next, as corollary of 
that which has been sald concerning wool- 
ens, the clothing business.

road performances have, moreover, been

man locomotive, @ combination of wonder- 
ful claptrap which is now running on one 
of the New Jersey raiiroada, and which t« 
simply one form of the old notion of intro- 
ducing gears somewhere between the loco- 
motive cylinders and the track to multiply 
speed. 

Motor carriages, driven by electricity from

RNEST R. KROEGER, a St. Louis compcser, is to be honored by the Manuscript 
E Society of New York. Next Wednesday evening one of his compositions, a 
symphonic overture to Byron's tragic ‘‘Sardanapalus,”’ is to be rendered before 

that exclusive society of composers and musical critics. 

No one who is not a musician and a Strict amateur can belong to the Manuscript 
Society. Its doors are closed to mere 60cial standing and wealth, but genius, though 
it be humble, is welcomed. 

Only those who have composed music may become members of the first class. The 
submission of a composition in manuscript !s a prerequisite to membership. 

Mr. Kroeger has been a member of the first class two years. It is before such 
@ critical and competent audience that his work is to be played. 

The rendition will be under the direction of Anton Seidl. Mr. Kroeger will not 
be present, his duties here making it impossible for him to go to New York. He has 
written the following interpretation for the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 


By Ernest R. Kroeger. 


HB music of this work is intended to picture in tone various scenes from 
a Lord Byron’s great tragedy, ‘“‘Sardanapalus.” It is divided into five move- 
ments, but all are woven into one complete work, without any definite 
stops. 

Sardanapalus was the last of the Assyrian Kings, and the voluptuous license 
of himself and his court led to the fall of the Assyrian Empire. The rigorous 
Medes, seeing the decay of their enemy’s glory, invested Nineveh with such fire 
and energy that they were finally successful. 

Sardanapalus, upon observing the entrance of the Medes into his beloved city, 
entered his palace and ordered his slaves to make a funeral pyre of his sacred 
things. He mounted to the summit with his wives and slaves, and set fire to the 
pyre. All perished in the flames, and the Assyrian Empire was no more. 

The music which I have composed to illustrate scenes from the great tragedy, 
I have endeavored to invest with an Oriental color; both in harmonization and 
instrumentation. The first movement is intended to depict the luxuriousness of 
the Assyrian Court. The chief theme Is as follows, the melody being given to the 
violincellos, and the accompaniment to a clarinet and two bassoons: 
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This soon appears in another form, the violins having the principal melody, 
the ‘cellos having the arpeggio accompaniment, which the wood, wind and the 
horns sustain, 
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This subject {s treated as richly as possible until the movement comes to an 
end. The second movement portrays the breaking out of the conspiracy of the 
Mede Arbaces, while Sardanapalus and his guests are at the banquet table. After 
a short, ominous introduction, the following theme is heard, the melody being giv- 
en to the trombones, tubos and basses, while the Strings have the rapid triplet 
accompaniment above:

The adm'ssion was brought out by a let- 
ter written to the Post-Dispatch by Mrs. 
Rosamond Thatcher. It stated that the 
writer’s counsel, Charles B. Stark, had a 
letter from the Swiss authorities certify- 
ing that the decree of divorce exhibited by 
Mrs. Alberta Thatcher was fraudulent. 

Mr. Stark was questioned about the cer- 
tificate and showed it to a reporter. 

It is from Dr. R. Eberle, Clerk of the Civil 
Court at St. Gallen, Switzerland, and states 
that the records do not show that a divorce 
was ever issued to Don Clan Alpine Thatch- 
er, and that the names signed to the sup- 
posed decree as judge and clerk are not 
known in St. Gallen.

Mrs, Al- 
berta Thatcher is confident that he 4id, 
That Mrs. Rosamond Thatcher knew for 
eleven years that Don C. Thatcher publicly 
recognized Alberta Thatcher (nee Caspar) 
as his lawful wife there can be no question. 
There would never have been any contro- 
versy if Mrs. Alberta Thatcher had been 
willing to provide for: Mrs. Rosamond 
Jhatcher. 

“The story of Don Thatcher’s matrimon- 
fal entanglements begins about 1878. He 
was then living with Mrs. Rosamond. 
They separated and she cowhided him on 
a public street in St. Louis. It was his 
custom to make money in America and 
geo to Europe and spendit. He ran through 
four fortunes this way. After the quarrel 
with Mrs. Rosamond Don went to Europe 
and became a promoter of American en- 
terprises. In that capacity he spent money 
freely and mingled with people of prom- 
inence. In Paris he met Alberta Caspar 
von der Trave Zu Leuchteufels. She was 
an English barrister’s daughter, handsome 
and accomplished, and a member of a 
noble Austrian family. He became a fa- 
vorite with her family-and visited fre- 
quently at their London home. He was 
attentive to Alberta and paid court to her 
for several years. In 1884 she came to 
America. In New York she heard for the 
first time that Thatcher was married. She 
went to the woman known as his wife and 
asked if the statement was true. Mrs. 
Rosamond denied it at first, but when told 
that Miss Caspar was engaged to Thatcher, 
gaid he was her husband, 

‘“‘Miss Caspar then visited Mr. Thatcher’s 
mother tn Chicago, remaining with her as 
a guest for several weeks 

“Thatcher protested that he had never 
had any purpose to marry ‘her until he 
procured a divorce from Rosamond. He 
represented that he was never happy with 
the latter and that there were grounds for 
a legal separation. 

“Alberta declined to gee him and returned 
to London, Thatcher followed her there, 
He was not admitted to her home, but he 
saw her father and represented that it was 
his purpose to get a divorce at once. He 
came back to America and got his civil and 
military papers and returned to Europe. 
He lived in Belgium and Switzerland long 
enough to establish a residence and pro- 
cured a divorce. It will probably never be 
definitely known what steps he took to 
procure the divorce. The only point to 
which we have been able to trace him is 
St. Gall, in Switzerland—not St. Gallen. At 
any rate he returned t6o London in the 
spring of 1886 and submitted to Miss Cas- 
par’s father documentary proof that he 
was a free man, It consisted of a decree 
of divorce issued by the Church Council of 
St. Gall, duly sealed and signed and to al! 
appearances authentic and binding. It was 
dated Dec. 17, 1885. 

“Rosamond having thus been disposed 
of Miss Caspar accepted Thatcher and they 
were married May 15, 1886, in Middlesex. — 

“Mrs. Rosamond Thatcher knew of this 
marriage. She corresponded with Thatcher 
until his death, asking him for money and 
receiving it. 

“She discussed the propriety of her marry- 
Ing again and asked his advice about jt. 
We have numerous letters from her to es- 
tablish this. 

“Thatcher was a& man of sentiment and 
he always had a kindly feeling for Rosa- 
mond, because she had borne him a child, 
That is why he contributed to her support, 
He never regarded. himseif as k gally bound 
to do this, and from Rosamond’s letters jt 
does not. appeur that she thought he was.

CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 


Great Expectations of the Little Span- 
ish Republics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 11.—Official 
information has been received here that the 
Greater Republics of Centra] America are 


abeut to extend their union so as to give it 
all the attributes of a sovereign nation, At 
present the three countries forming the 
union—Nicaragua, Salvador and Honduras— 
have a Diet which conducts diplomatic re- 
lations with the outer world, while each 
country maintains its own separate govern- 
ment of internal affairs. This has created 
the impression that the Greater Republic 
was merely an alliance of three republics, 
but not a republic itn itself. It has been the 
chief cause of trouble in sending ministers 
from the United States to Central America. 

In view of this feeling, Senor Corea, the 
representative in Washington of the Greater 
Republics, wrote to the Secretary of the 
Diet, asking for authority to state that the 
Government was to be more than an al- 
liance. In reply, the Secretary, Mr. Mon- 
doza; writes to Mr. Corea that a complete 
union is about to be formed. It will be no 
longer a union for diplomatic intercourse 
only, open to ‘the criticism of being an al- 
liance, but will be a fusing of ail the in- 
terests of the several governments into one 
sovereign state. 

Mr. Corea has not been informed as to 
the details of this complete union, but he 
says he beHeves it will be accomplished by 
F ebruary, if not earlier.

For many years the strangely missing 
man was a wealthy resident of Bonne 
Terre, Mo. ‘He bought lve stock all over 
that country and was an extensive shipper 
to the St. Louis market. Around the hotels 
and among commission men he was as well 
known in the city us at his home, 

In the fall of 1889 Mr, Day had some un- 
usually large stock deals pending. He made 
a shipment to St. Louis and carried away 
several thousand dollars. This fact was 
generally known. throughout the country 
surrounding Bonne Terre. The day follow- 
ing his return from St. Louis he left his 
home early in the morning to travel across 
the country on horseback, carrying a large 
sum of money. His purpose was to buy 
steck en route, and he was not expected 
fo complete his mission for three or four 
days. A week elapsed and still the stock- 
man was away. The ordinary uneasiness 
of his family developed into frantic anx- 
jety. They feared he had been a victim of 
violence 

Search was instituted. The nelghborhood 
Was aroused. Posrses were formed and the 
country for miles and miles around was 


'earefully gone over. At last the searchers 


found a farm house where Day had got his 
dinner the first day he was out from home. 
He left there early in the afternoon, the 
farmer said, without giving any information 
as to his next stopping place. Several miles 
further the horse ridden by the missing 
stockman was found grazing in the woods. 
The saddle and bridle had been removed, In 
another part of the woods the saddle was 
found. 

This much of a discovery lead the search- 
ers to believe that the dead body was not 
far distant. Organized effort was made. 
A fhousand men and boys, and even wom- 
en, traversed every foot of ground within 
a radius of several miles. The hunt-con- 
tinued nearly a month. 


But Evan Day, dead or alive, was never’ 


found, 
Kliza Day, his wife, and his children, at 
last gave up hope. They mourned the miss.

OUTLOOK FOR SPRING GOOD. 


Large Insurance Booms on Local 
Realty—New Subdivisions to Be 
Reopened—Agents’ Reports. 


Real estate men are balancing up their 
books and closing their accounts just now 
on the year 1897. The year to them has not 
been as successful as many people suppose, 


and prosperity has not been taken into their 


calculations, 

The most observant of the real estate 
dealers and agents expect a much more 
prosperous season during the coming year 
than that just closing, but the most opti- 
mistic of them do not look for any boom in 
real estate, or anything approaching it. 

Most of them will be satisfied in 1898 if 
succeed in disposing of the property 
thev have the agency for. They are what 
might be called overstocked with markeia- 
estate, and until this stock is 
rere is a general indisposition

Joseph M. Donovan, says 
present year Was a disappointing one, but 
he expects better things during the coming 
season, 
arr not think,” he said, “that during 
the coming year there will be much new real 
estate put on for sale, but I anticipate a 
general selling up of that now on the mar- 
ket, much of which ia very desirable, and 
should be in good demand. 

“In the northwestern part of town there 
is a great deal of vacant property, mony 
subdivisions, all very accessible, having 
been opened up. This property {is not only 
accessible, but it is on sale at very low 
prices. ’ : 

“To the west of the city I think the prop- 
erty that will be most sought after is that 
lving in the district between Easton and 
Mtgel avenues. west of Union boulevard. 
Tho demand will be for real estate of the 
medium class. This district embraces some 


very desirable propeay, quite an amount 
of which is vacant. I don’t expect to see 
any very great movement west of Forest 


Park during the coming season. 

“The street railroads running into the 
southwestern part of the city are bringing 
that district more and more into prominence 
and into the favorable notice of builders 
and buyers and fmvestors. Formerly, where 
only the steam railroads cut through that 
part of town, it was impossible to get peo- 
ple out there, even to look at the proper- 
ty, let alone to buy it. There is a great 
deal of very pretty real estate down there, 

At present the real estate men have a 
great dtab of idle property on their hands, 
and they will naturally be slow to take up 
in. quantities any new land. Unless some- 
thing starts a sort of boom [I think the only 
property that will be pushed lies in the 
Southwestern part of the city. In my opin- 
iow that wll be the best section of the city 
fof investments or real estate speculations 
during the next year. 

Others will unite with me in saying that 
this has not been a good: year in the real 
estate business. The depression [n business 
caused by the National campaign, and the 
consequent, agitation, hurt more particu- 
larly the laboring class. Factories were 
closed down, and they were thrown out of 
employment. This withdrew the means of 
support from the laboring people and nat- 
sob ad tended to the centralization of capi- 
ia 

“Before times improve that capital has 
to again get in circulation. As it percolates, 
or geeepes through one hand to another.from 
one class to another, and from one industry 
or business to another, a-little of it will 
always stick. CaMtal will have to go 
through that process before we can expect 
ail classes of the people to have money to 
invest.’’

The Toledo Market Report says: The 
exports of wheat to European markets 
from all exporting countries for the eleven 
weeks ending Dec, 4, as per weekly cable, 
were equal to 100,250,000 bu. English au- 
thorities state that the weekly require- 
ments of Europe are 6,800,000 bu, which 
equals for the above period 74,800,000 bu, and 
shows an accumulation somewhere over 
there of 25,400,000 bu. 

But thts ds on a basis of a normal con- 
sumption, and it is generally conceded that 
owing to the high price of wheat, and the 
relatively low prices of other breadstuffs, 
the consumption of wheat this. season is 
considerably below the normal, so this 
would indicate an accumulation far in ex- 
cess of these figures, to say nothing of the 
stocks carried over from last_ year, so even 
if the exports from the United States 
should be curtailed one-half, Europe would 
still have enough wheat to carry. her 
through until the Argentine crop becomes 
available, and soon after that India and 
Austria may be expected to contribute their 
share towards the world’s shipments of 
wheat. 

The leading bullish feature of the week 
was the heavy falling off in the Northwest-

As elevators in the Northwest are _ well 
filled with wheat, and nearly all of the 
country elevators in the winter. wheat belt 
appear to be well stpplied, there appears 
to be no danger of a falling off for some 
time to come. 

According to the Ohio State crop report 
only 45 per cent of the wheat crop had been 
sold up to December 1, and this is probably 
true in other Eastern States, 

Foreign markets have not followed the 
advance on this side, and on account of the 
comparatively low prices of distant futures 
European buyers have paid very little at- 
tention to the bulge on thie side. 

Trading in corn has been comparatively 
lf@ht, but prices were well maintained. 

Local receipts continue heavy, but there 
is a fair cash’ demand, exports continue 


‘heavy and the visible supply is decreasing 


steadily. 

Deliveries on contracts have been heavy, 
but the corn went-into strong hands and 
is not likely to again appear in the mar- 
ket. 

The speculation in oats has been remark- 
ably light, as there seemed to be more for 
sale. Local receipts continue light and the 
cash demand actiye, causing a considerable 
advance in prices. 

The flour trade centinues dull and fea- 
tureless. Prices have noc Kept pace with 
the advance in wheat, and there is scarcely 
any demand, either foreign or domestic. 


The present situation is entirely different 
from anything which has hitherto been 
known in the annals of the grain trade, and 
is puzzling to say the least. 

Paradoxical as it may appear, wheat is 
being sold for export at less than its actual 
value, and yet these very sales are ass.sting 
to mainta:n the speculative grades at their 
present exorbitant prices. 

The greater part of the wheat now being

Trade, on the testimony under oath of some 
of the most prominent business men, that 
No. 2 spring Wheat was a superior grade 
of wheat to No. 2 red winter, and that it 
was worth 25c per bu more for export busi- 
ness. Two years ago spring wheat sold 
away above No. 2 red, which adds addi- 
tional force to the records of the board that 
No. 2 was a superior grade to No. 2 red, 
and the case at that time was carried up 


to the Supreme Court and the position of | 


the board was sustained. 

Because No. 2 spring wheat is not now de- 
livered on contracts it is selling for less 
than red winter for speculative purposes, 
but in the foreign markets, where the wheat 
is wanted for consumption and not for 
speculation, they have no preference for 
red wheat, and on account of the bullish 
conditions existing In the speculative mar- 
kets on this side, foreigners realize that 
spring and hard wheat is cheap at present 
prices, and are buying it in tremendous 
quantities, letting the contract grades se- 
verely alone, 

These phenomenal exports, however. are 
used to bull the speculative markets, and 
thus we have low-priced export wheat as- 
sisting to advance the price of the specula- 
tive grades. 

The truth of this is shown by the fact that 
contract stocks are increasing everywhere 
in this country in spite of the heavy ex- 
ports,

WHEAT EXPORTS GAIN GREATLY 


The Demand for Good Investment Se- 
curities Has Swept the Market 
Clean of High-Class Bonds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—After a period of 
irregular and general unsteadiness, at the 
opening of business to-day stocks looked 
strong and advanced on rather light trans- 
actions. The trading was reported as show- 
ing very small offerings of stocks, and this 
circumstance was disconcerting to the 
short sellers of yesterday, who had counted 
upon @ renewal of the weakness apparent 
then. There were few noteworthy develop. 
ments over night, but the usual weekly 
reports of the trade and financial journals 
showed increased business activity and a 
high tone of prosperity in all branches. 
A notable improvement in trade is reported 
since the first of the month. 

The Financial Chronicle’s tables show 
that railroads with a mileage of 100,000 in- 
creased their earnings for November nearly 
21 per cent, andthat 81 roads for the fourth 
week of November gained over 30 per cent 
in gross earnifgs. The exports of wheat 
and flour for the week amounted to 6,005,- 
638 bushels, against 4,222,000 bushels in the. 
same week of jast year. 

Ths week's nk clearings increased 26.2 
per cent over last year’s, but for thirteen 
leading cities were 71.2 per cent below the 
corresponding period of 1892. 

Sugar refining, the Granger shares and 
Louisville & Nashville were the notable and 
firm features of the market. Next week’s 
payments of the Union Pacific settlement 
will be converted into the Treasury and a 
further large decrease in surplus reserves 
of locai banks may be expected. 

The substantial feature of the general se- 
curity market at the present time is the 
tremendous and extraordinary demand for 
investment issues. This demand has in- 
creased and still continues on a basis which 
has swept the market bare of high-class 
bonus and correlatively reduced the yieid 
obtained by their purchasers. It may not 
be generally known, but it is a fact that the 
Stock Exchange is no longer the market 
for investment securities. The demand for 
investments has resulted in advances which 
have brought about very low returns to 
the ‘holders of these securities. Thus, at 
current prices, Massachusetts $468 yield only 
2.9% per cent; New York City 84s yield 345 
per cent; Baltimore 4s yieid 3.5 per cent; 
Indianapolis 4s, 3.60 per cent; St. Paul 4s, 
3.60 per cent; San I rancisco 6s, 3.34 per 
cent; New Orleans 4s, 3.85 per cent. High- 
grade railway bonds return from 3% to 4 
per cent. On the Stock Exchange this week 
a general reflection of the above conditions 
has been witnessed in the dealings in bonds 
of a grade inferior to those instances and 
which are considered as more or less specu- 
lative. 

The extraordinary activity noted, more- 
over, may be cons:dered as a kind of over- 
flow demand from the actual -nvestment 


market. Naturally, in both classes of these 
securities, the plethoric condit.on of the 
money market is a potent factor in the 


current firmness. The best judges of the 
money market can detect no impending 
change there which w.l! have any elements 
of permanency. Hence, no d.sturbance in 
the money market needs to be exnected, 
apart from a sight hardening in call rates 
which must be of short duration. 

A fair amount of business has been done 
on the Stock Exchange this week, and the 
general tendency of prices has been up- 
ward. although the net pr.ce changes have 
not been considerable. The Northern Pa- 
cific Company has announced ts first dis- 
tribution of profits to shareholders since the 
reorganization of the company. In connec- 
tion with the dividend the company fiir- 
nished a statement of the earn.ngs. As- 
suming that the company does as well dur- 
ing the last half of the fiscal year as it dd 
in 1897, and it should do much better, it wll 
show s mething less than 4 per cent earned 
of the preferred stock. This s a notewor- 
thy showing for a company which has been 
out ot the hands of a receiver only twelve 
months. snd it illustrates the remarkable 
recuperative power of the road,

says: 

“T had occasion to visit the training quar- 
ters of McCoy at New Dorp, Staten Island, 
a few days ago, and I found the fighter at 
work and was very much pleased with his 
general appearance. I had not seen him 
stripped since his fight with O’Brien early 
this year. In muscular development there is 
a marked improvement in his condition. He 
has filled out all over, but particularly about 
the shoulders he manifests the best signs 
of increased growth and strength. 

“Of his quickness, cleverness and easy 
style of boxing, I had a good illustration in 
his bouts with ‘Tommy’ West and ‘Doc’ 
Payne, his present sparring partners. His 
two-handed work pleased me very much, 
and his left-hand jabs are most effective, 
and withal, used with the greatest ease. 
He feints in a masterly style, and his de- 
fense is equally strong and confident. Ow- 
ing to having filled out so evenly, he now 
Jooks two inches shorter than he did two 


bf ago. 


“These changes are all in McCoy’s favor. 
With Creedon there is no chance for devel- 
opment; he reached his standard of height, 
Strength and quickness several years ago. 
All that he and his best friends and admir- 
ers can hope for is that he will enter the 
ring in perfect condition. Such being the 
case, his gameness and cleverness can be 
relied upon to insure a good contest. 
“The odds are undoubtedly in McCoy’s fa- 
vor. He has the height and reach of the 
average heayyweight. Three inches in 
height, with the proportionate increased 
length cf reach, is a es advantage toa 
quick and clever man like McCoy, when op- 
posed to a man of Creedon’s inches, however 
game and clever.’’ 
Champion Bob Fitzsimmons, when asked 
what he thought of, McCoy as a coming 
champion, gaid: 
“Well, if the Kid can put Creedon out 
of the way there isn’t a man in the world 
who oan deny his right to the middleweight 
championship. I like McCoy’s chances for 
the championship as long as I am out of 
it, and I think he is a mighty clever boxer. 
I have worked with him, and he knows 
his business and can hit a pretty hard 
punch, but he ts too young to fight hea@y- 
weights of importance. He has several 
00d points, a jong reach, cool head, clever 
uck and is a good judge of distance, but 
he doesn’t want to get a swelled head or 
he will lose his standing and get a get- 
back. 
“He has got a hard man to whip tn Cree- 
don, who {is a good boxer, hard hitter, and 
a glutton for punishment, but he isn’t as 
clever as McCoy, and I°don’t think he can 
hit much harder.”’ 
McCoy is talking about his meeting with 
Creedon and a later meeting with Fitzsim- 
mons says: “I know Fitz too well to un- 
derestimate his ability. I helped train him 
in New Orleans for one of his big fights and 
I have got a pretty fair idea of what he 
can do. I] am not strong enough to think 
of fighting him for a couple of years yet, 
and then if he is still champion I will meet 
him for any amount he wants to put up. 
I met him in New York not long after I 
got back from Africa and he told me that 
when I was ready to fight him, if it wasn’t 
too soon, he would give me a chance. 
“I can make a lot of money yet in the 
middleweight class. I think I can whip 
Creedon and will bet all the money I can 
raise on the result. If I whip him I will 
be a rich man and the champion middle- 
weight of the world and after resting for 
a while I'll challenge Fitz for the first show, 
I'll be entitled to it.”’ 
Charley Daly, in his day, met the great- 
est pugilists of the lightweight brigade. His 
fight with Champion Billy Myles goes on 
record as one of the best ever fought for 
lightweight honors. Daly’s opinion should 
therefore be as good as any one’s. Talking 
last night of the battle so near at hand 
Daly said: 
“I have but one way to arrive at a con- 
clusion. I know both men well and have 
seen both figint. 
‘Judging the two, therefore, simply from 
what I have seen of them, and barring ac- | 
cidents, Creedon should win, and he should | 
win for several reasons. 
“First of all, he certainly has had more 
ring experience than McCoy, and he has 
met better men than the Kid, and I think 
knows more about the real game of fight- 
ing than his onrenent. 
“McCoy is really an unknown quantity, ex- 
cept in so far as his battles with Tommy 
Ryan are concerned and his victories over 
a few second and third raters. Since then 
he has done nothing to prove that he is a 
real champion. 
“On the other hand, although I consider 
Tommy Ryan a good man at his weight, I 
belleve Creedon could win from him in five 
rounds at any time. Creedon, in my opin- 
jon, is a bigger, better and more thoroughly 
posted fighter than either McCoy or Ryan. 

“McCoy has had considerable boosting 
from certain parties and papers in the 
East, but that will cut no ice when they 
enter the ring. 

ae saw Creedon fight Fitzsimmons at 
New Orleans, and though he was there but 
a few minutes he convinced me that he was 
all he claimed to be—that is, a real ring 
fighter."’
